The truth 
about it is this: the Bishop has 
made an investigation of the sound- 
ness of the policies, has approved of 
the principle, whereby religious 
works share im the insurance car- 
ried, and is ready to approve of the 
plan AFTER pastors will have de- 
cided to introduce it. In other 
words, the Bishop endorses the ac- 
tion already taken by pastors, rath- 
er than presses pastors to adopt 
the plan. In some dioceses it has 
been a “Bishop’s Plan,” and the 
dioceses reap the benefit of all re- 
turns. But since I have agreed to 
let parishes have all returns with 
the exception of a small amount 
which I would like to see used for 
missionary work in our diocese, it 
should rather be called the “PAS- 
TOR’S PLAN,” WITH THE BISH.- 
OP’S APPROVAL.
